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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. A new ground of rejection based on "new guideline" follows. Hence, prosecution 
is now reopens. 

2. Claims 4-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Let's consider claim 4, the claim when taken 
as a whole is directed to a method of processing a signal. However, a claim directed to 
signal per se is an abstract idea therefore non-statutory. The Interim Guidelines for 
examination of Patent Applications for Patent subject matter Eligibility" provides that for 
claims including such excluded matter to be eligible, the claim must be for a practical 
application of the abstract idea. The claim fails to provide a practical application of the 
abstract idea because the claimed invention does not transform an article or physical 
object to a different state or thing nor the claimed invention otherwise produces a useful 
concrete and tangible result. Note that the claim fails to provide a practical application 
that produces a practical result because the final result achieved by the claimed 
invention is not useful tangible and concrete. Hence it is concluded that the claim is 
non-statutory. 

Claim 12 is likewise rejected. 

Claims 3-1 1 and 13-20 fail to cure the deficiency noted in the base claim, they are 
likewise rejected. 

Claim Objections 
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2. The objection to claims 4-20, 22, 23, 26-43 and 45 has been withdrawn in view 
of the applicant's amendment and /or comment. In addition applicant declines to 
replace "ones of by "each" stating that "each" may be interpreted as requiring 
everyone of the frequency hopping mode to include the following characteristic as 
opposed to subsets. Therefore, "ones of is interpreted to mean "subset". 



Allowable Subject Matter
